The Teachers College of Nebraska Wesleyan University was organized in 
1908 and was an outgrowth of the Normal Department of the College of Liberal 
Arts. In the beginning the Teachers College employed but one professor and three 
critic teachers in the Training School. The Dean of the College was the Professor 
of Education. At that time the Teachers College was comprised of only the De- 
partment of Education and the Elementary Training School. The growth and de- 
velopment of the College has been steady but continuous from its organization. 

In 1917 it became necessary to build the Van Fleet Teachers College Building, 
which has made possible a much larger expansion. At the present time there are 
more than twenty-five instructors giving courses. All of these courses are of a pro- 
fessional teacher-training nature. The academic courses of the Teachers College 
students are carried on in the College of Liberal Arts. 

At the present time the Teachers College comprises the following departments : 
Secondary Education, Elementary Education and Manual Training. The regis- 
tration has reached its highest point. At the present time more than fifty percent 
of the students now registered in the University are taking work in this College. With 
the present equipment and room it will be impossible to increase the registration of 
the Teachers College to any extent.

It also provides 
a field for experimentation along selected lines of investigation. 


The Elementary School, which includes the Kindergarten, is under the direc. 
tion of Miss Rose B. Clark. The grades are a part of the Lincoln Public School 
System. The High School is under the direction of Mr. Roy W. Deal. It offers 
a standard four year course, and is fully accredited to the University of Nebraska 
and to the North Central Association of Colleges.

She continued classes in china 
painting and drawing, and also started classes in design, clay modeling, cement craft, and 
pastel. 


Records show that the enrollment of the second semester 
of this year was almost double that of the first semester. 


Design is the most popular class. Original designs are made and applied to scarfs, 
dresses, leather articles, lamps, luncheon sets, plaques, wall hangings, and screens. 


Several of the students are working toward B. F. A. degree in art, and two of the girls 
receive teachers art certificates this spring.

Only three times did their opponents win 
decisions.

Wesleyan lost only one state debate to a team who won at the Pi 
Kappa Delta “Provincial”. Mere decisions did not form the biggest victories of the 
season. There was a building of bigger and better men. It was this building process 
that made it possible for John Casteel to receive a teaching fellowship in speech at North- 
western University. 

Many things have made possible this successful season. There were long hours of 
hard work, there was the spirit of the love of the game which made it possible for 
Casteel to express the sentiment of the squad when he said, “I would rather get beat in 
every debate by teams like Park or Morningside than win unanimously from lesser teams’. 
The men who tried out for the squad lent their cooperation and support which did much 
to make the season successful. Then, the coach, capable, enthusiastic, admirable, contri- 
buted largely to the successful season.

The Nebraska Alpha charter of Pi Gamma Mu, national social science honor society, was established 
at Nebraska Wesleyan University March 4, 1926. The special aim of Pi Gamma Mu is to encourage 
the study of society and of social problems in the light of scientific truth, and by scientific method, first 
on the part of young college men and women, and then through them, onthe part of society as a whole.

Thirty eighth annual Commencement 
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Brief History 


Thirty-eight years ago, a commission under the direction of Bishop Charles H. 
Fowler, accepted an offer from the citizens of Lincoln, which included forty-four 
acres of land and Fifty thousand dollars cash, and established the Nebraska Wes- 
leyan University. 


Before that time, there had been three different schools under the direction of 
Methodism, one at York, one at Orleans, and one at Omaha. 


The enrollment the 25th of September, 1888, was only ninety six. The main 
Building was the only building on the campus, and there was but one college, the 
College of Liberal Arts. Three degrees might be obtained: Bachelor of Atts, 
Bachelor of Philosophy, and Bachelor of Science. 


The Haish Manual Training School was the second building on the campus, 
built in 1891. Three years later, the building caught fire and burned to the 
ground. In 1893, Chancellor Isaac Crook took office, and the same year Dean 
Alabaster came to Wesleyan as Professor of Latin Language and Literature. 


Dewitt Clinton Huntington became Chancellor in 1897, and maintained this 
position until 1908. The White Memorial building was erected in 1902, and dedi- 
cated to C. C. White. In this year, a new gymnasium was constructed, and “The 
Wesleyan” became a weekly publication. 


William Joseph Danielson, became chancellor in 1908, and while he was with 
the institution, the custom of having an annual college banquet was established. In 
1909, Dean McProud came to Wesleyan as the head of the Teachers College. In 
1911, the Reverend I. B. Schreckengast came to First Church as pastor. That 
year, the “W” club was organized and a larger gymnasium was erected, and the 
greenhouse was built. The first collegiate night was held March 8, 1912, and this 
night has since then become an annual affair. 


In 1917, acting chancellor Isaac B. Schreckengast became Chancellor. The 
new Van Fleet Teachers College was made possible because of a foundation gift 
given to the university by Peter Van Fleet, a Nebraska minister. 


Nebraska Wesleyan has made a record in football. While Howard Durham 
was captain in 1913, the State University team bowed to the Coyotes. For the 
seventh time in twelve seasons, Wesleyan’s basket ball team won the state confer- 
ence in 1921. In 1925, Coach Dow’s football eleven won the North Central cham- 
pionship. 

Wesleyan forensics have been in the foreground since the establishment of 
the institution, and the chamvicnships secured by such orators as Harrison, Brooks, 
and Raitt, have brought much honor to the school. Since the establishment of the 
public speaking department under the direction of Enid Miller, the record in debate 
has been unparalleled, and efforts in oratory have brought one national honor, (Fran- 
ces Goodhue,) to the school, and added the names of Carrell, Casteel, and Swengel 
to those securing state championships.

SEASON’S REVIEW 


In the history of Nebraska Wesleyan, there has never been as large a turnout for varsity 
football as. there was this year. Forty-five men reported regularly during the season. Out 
of the ten games flayed, six were won and four lost. Wesleyan rode at the top of the 
State Conference pile until the last game, when Hastings snatched a victory 13 to 0. 

At the beginning of the year the outlook for another great team was exceptional. —In- 
juries and a little over confidence were probably responsible for some of the losses. Wes- 

4 leyan’s fighting team was at its best on Homecoming day when the Peru Bobcats were trounc- 
ed 27 to 0. Every man played great football that day, and the team worked as well-oiled 
machinery. A brilliant passing attack, spectacular running, and consistent line plunging 
smothered the Peruvians during the second half.  Peru’s speedy backs had little chance 


against our hard charging line. 


Wesleyan scored a total of 111 points to opponents 49 during the season, and played 
on an even basis with some supposedly better teams. A great surprise was handed out

when the Coyotes outscored the strong Wyoming eleven by a 13 to 7 count. 

During the last few yerrs. Wesleyan has climbed in football rating, and the teams are 
playing in high class cor-retition. Next year’s team will feel the loss of several seniors, 
most of whom were linemen. A wealth of sophomore backfield material will be back, and 
many of Jast ve-r’s recerve lirer-en will step into the vacant positions. 

All in all, Wesleyan had a team which was dangerous every minute, and which was 


strong in every department of the game. 


Under the efficient coaching of Durham and 


Dow, the team next year should make itself worthy of the great support and honor given 


to the squad this year.

shots to the opponents iy), only to lose on a foul in the last minute. 


The attendance and cheering on the part of the student body was the finest Wesleyan 
has had for several years. This backing through thick and thin is highly appreciated by 


the players and shows a spirit which cannot fail to add to Wesleyan’s glory in the future.
